Ike Says Congress Should 
Stay On The Job And Pass 
Legislation, NotCampaign 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Eisenhower said today it is a lit- 
tle bit silly for Democrats to con- 
tend it would take many weeks 
to enact the legislative program 
he has proposed. 


Eisenhower told his first news 


conference since July 6 that he 
thinks it is more important to the 
country for Congress to stay on 
:he job and pass legislation than 
;o go home and campaign. 


One cannot simply say, Eisen- 


lower continued, that politicking 
is more important than the na- 
ion's business. 


No Sign Of Recession 


In a wide-ranging discussion of 


domestic and foreign issues, the 
President said among other things 
here are no signs now of any 
economic recession or depression 
aheaj for the country. 


In the international field, the 


President said he had given no 
thought to ha\ing any personal 
conference with Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev if the latter 
comes to this country for the 
United Nations disarmament con- 
ference or the U.N. General As- 
sembly session. 


Eisenhower said, however, that 


if he concluded any useful pur- 
pose could be served be would not 
hesitate to meet with the Soviet 
premier. 


To Meet Congressmen 


Khrushchev hinted in an inter- 


view published in Pravda, the So- 
viet Communist newspaper, Tues 
day that he might visit the U.N. 


In the domestic field, Eisenhow- 


er said that when he invites con- 
gressional members of both par- 
ties to sit down with him soon he 
has no intention of lecturing them

Senate Democratic Leader Lyn- 


don B. Johnson of Texas passed 
he word he wants some commit- 
,ee action this week on a bill to 
provide medical care for the el- 
derly. A meeting of the Senate 
Finance Committee, which is con- 
sidering the measure, was called 
for today. 


Johnson already has on tap for 


Senate consideration a measure to 
raise the minimum wage from $1 
to $1.25 an hour and to add from 
hree to five million workers to 
hose now covered by it. 


The road to action on these po- 


itically p o t e n t proposals was 
cleared when Johnson, the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nominee, 
rallied party members Tuesday to 
scuttle an Eisenhower administra- 
tion civil rights bill that threat- 
ened to provoke a lime-killing fili- 
>uster. 


The bill was shelved by a 54-28 


vote that followed party lines. 


Senate Republican Leader Ev- 


erett M. Dirksen of Illinois pro- 
tested he had no political motives 
in mind in offering the measure. 
But Democrats denounced it as 
"political byplay" calculated to 
demonstrate their party is split on 
an issue rated highly important to 
strategically p l a c e d minority 
voters. 


School Aid Lost 


The measure would have pro- 


ded statutory authority for a pres- 
idential commission to supervise 
ment contracts and would have 
authorized federal aid for deseg- 
regating school districts-. 


Sens. Hugh Scott (R-Pa) and 


Kenneth B. Keating (R-NY) pre- 
dicted the Democrats will be sor- 
ry for their action in killing the 
measure. 


Scott, one of Vice President 


Richard M. Nixon's top advisers, 
said the Democratic platform had 
"promised everything this side of

All Catholic Churches 


May Be Closed In Cuba; 


In Fight Against Castro 


HAVANA (AP) — President Os- 


valdo Dorticos early today as- 
sured the 
Cuban people Fidel 


Castro's regime will continue "re- 
specting all religious cults" de- 
spite "provocations." 


Speaking at a post-midnight la- 


bor rally, the president made no 
specific mention of the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy's pastoral let- 
ter last Sunday warning of the ad- 
vance of communism in Cuba. Nor 
did he refer to the threat Tues- 
day by the archbishop coadjutor 
of Havana to close all Catholic 
churches on the island and sus- 
pend church services unless the 
;overnment calls off pro-Castro 
demonstrators harassing anti-com- 
munist churchgoers. 


Makes Accusation! 


But in an apparent reference 


to the pastoral letter, Dorticos 
said: "Those imputations will fall 
nto a void and they will be ap- 
plauded only by those who have 
nterests that demand that ap- 
plause." 


The president accused "counter- 


revolutionaries and pro-imperial- 
ists" of "wielding religious senti- 
ments against the Cuban revolu- 
tion." 


"They are useless maneuvers 


and 
will destroy 
themselves," 


Dorticos declared. "All this will 
have to be defeated. Our energies 
must be reserved for greater bat- 
tles." 


Dorticos spoke a few hours aft- 


er a demonstration outside Ha- 
vana Cathedral sent the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Evelio Diaz hurrying to the 
presidential palace with a warn- 
ing that he would close all Cath- 
olic ^churches in Cuba today and 
declare the church "in silence"— 
the 
Vatican's term 
for 
the 


church's restricted operations in 
Communist countries—unless the 
government guarantees the safety 
of churchgoers.

OFFICER SAYS 
CUBA MISSILE 
COULD STRIKE 
U, S, TARGET 


Col. 
Henry Holt, executive of- 


ficer of the Letterkenny Ordnance 
Depot in Chambersburg, told a 
joint Waynesboro, Shippensburg, 
Chambersburg and Gettysburg Ex- 
change 
Club meeting Tuesday 


evening that if a missile were to 
be fired off Cuban shores within 
the next month, the United States 
would be unable to prevent it from 
hitting its target. 


Col. 
Holt addressed 
the ex- 


change clubs in a session at the 
Log Cabin Inn, Caledonia. More 
than 50 members from the four 
areas attended, with Gettysburg 
the host club. 


Holt's answer about a missile 


from Cuba came in response to a 
question from a member who 
wanted to know just what we 
could do about a missile being 
fired from Cuba by any foreign 
nation. 


Only Antimissile 


But the executive officer said 


that the United States has the 
only anti-missile today, in the 
making or on the drawing board, 
capable ef preventing a missile 
from hitting its designated target. 
He added that the Nike-Zeus is 
expected to be tested sometime 
this fall and the U. S. should have 
an operational antimissile within 
three years. 


Col. 
Holt spoke on "National 


Preparedness." 
He 
said 
that 


Americans can prepare for any 
emergency by "dedicating our- 
selves and dropping our selfish 
aims." America is not awake and 
must return to traditional desires 
Lo maintain freedom and independ- 
ence, he said. He added that "we 
must live for our country." 


The colonel said that the mis- 


sion of the Armed Forces has 
taken a new turn recently. He 
stated that it has all possible 
peaceful intentions but must be 
ready to go to war. He said that 
Hiroshima ended all glory in win- 
ning wars and now all mankind 
loses in any type of war. Our con- 
tribution of atomic arsenals helps 
deter war, he said. 


Army Helps 


Col. Holt said the Army helps in 


the vital war of defense by pro- 
viding continual round-the-clock 
anti-aircraft sighting stations. He 
said the army on the ground and 
the good reserves helps as a de- 
terrent to war, being the best in 
the world. And other nations are 
likely to think of this before they 
start any action, he added. The 
fact that the Army can move 
quickly and is probably the most 
mobile of any service helps also as 
a deterrent to an aggressive act 
that might take place. 


The colonial said that the best 


weapons today are not arms, but 
the training the United States is 
giving other countries. Once this 
training mission is accomplished, 
tie stated, America can then turn 
its attention inward.

period which followed, Col. Holt 
approved the present setup in the 
defense department and said that 
no matter how anything is re- 
arranged, squabbles are bound to 
occur between the departments.

At the high school the general 


contractor's work is 50 per cent 
completed, the plumbing con- 
tract is 80 per cent completed 
and the electrical contract is 25 
per cent completed. According 
to the report the shop building 
at the high school is completed; 
the 
gymnasium is 
completed 


with the exception of its interior, 
and the main 
building 
has 


reached the point where the steel 
is all in place and a "good deal" 
of the masonry work is com- 
pleted. 


The joint board recommended

for purchase Monday night did 
not cover all of the furnishings 
that will be needed in the new 
schools,. In addition some present- 
ly owned furnishings will be used 
»n the schools. While approxi- 
mately 400 youngsters will attend 
the East Berlin School, only 230 
new units are being bought. The 
high school will be furnished for 
659 children.

SENATE FACES 
ANTARCTICA 
TREATY FIGHT 


By ERNEST B. VACCARO 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ratifi- 


cation ojf the antarctic treaty with 
the Soviet tJnion and 10 other na- 
tions was in doubt today as the 
Senate approached a showdown 
vote. 


The opposition, led by Sen. Clair 


Engle (D-Calif) counted on a 
speech by Sen. Harry F. Byrd 
(D-Va) Tuesday night, and a two- 
hour address by Sen. Richard B. 
Russell (D-Ga) today, to tip the 
scales in their favor. 


But Sen. J. William Fulbright 


(D-Ark), chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, told 
a reporter he was hopeful the nec- 
essary two-thirds votes could be 
mustered to assure its approval. 
Another supporter, Sen. Mike 
Mansfield 
(D-Mont), 
assistant 


majority leader, said he was not 
so sure. 


Wilt B* Clot* 


All agreed "it will be very 


close." 
•Sen. Byrd is the brother of the 
late Adm. Richard E. Byrd, whose 
pioneering explorations of the Ant- 
arctic provided the basis of ear- 
lier unofficial U.S. claims to ant- 
arctic territory. The treaty recog- 
nizes no such claims by any coun- 
try, but opponents object it would 
give formal recognition 
to the 


Soviet Union's presence in Antarc- 
tica. 


The treaty, Byrd said, "is bad 


for the United States and good for 
Russia." 


But Fulbright told the Senate 


that the treaty not only would 
dedicate the antarctic to peaceful 
scientific exploration on a coop- 
erative basis but would tie the 
Soviet Union for the first time to 
the acceptance of rigid interna- 
tional inspection to insure com- 
pliance with provisions of the 
treaty. 


These include prohibition of mili- 


tary bases, as well as nuclear ex- 
plosions and the dumping of radio- 
active waste there pending inter- 
national agreements on nuclear 
uses.

—Defying a Communist boycott 
the 82-riation U. N. Disarmament 
Commission has been called to 
meet Tuesday afternoon to con- 
sider the failure of the Geneva 
disarmament talks. 


Luis Padilla Nervo of Mexico,

scheduled the meeting in response 
to a request the United States 
made July 22. The meeting will 
constitute a farewell appearance 
for Henry Cabot Lodge, chief U. S. 
delegate to the U. N. since 1954, 
who will resign at its conclusion 
to campaign as the Republican 
candidate for the U. S. vice presi- 
dency. 


Reds Plan Boycott 


Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 


Vosily V. Kuznetsov told delegates 
from the neutral nations the nine 
Soviet bloc nations would boycott 
any 
disarmament 
commission 


meeting and hoped they would do 
the same. Despite Kuznetsov's 
urging, most neutrals are expect- 
ed to attend the session, and some 
Western diplomats think the So- 
viets also will show up. 


The Soviets proposed that dis- 


cussion of disarmament be de- 


ferred until the General Assembly 
opening Sept. 20 and that the 82 
heads of government attend to 
provide a summit discussion of 
disarmament and other major 
world problems. 


Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 


chev plugged this idea again 
Tuesday in an interview published 
in Pravda. the Soviet Communist 
party newspaper. Khrushchev said 
he would consider it a great honor 
to be present for the disarmament 
discussion. 


The Soviet pioposal for a sum- 


mit assembly meeting got the 
cold reception from the U.S. gov- 
ernment that was generally ex- 
pected in the wake of Khrush- 
chev's walkout on the Paris sum- 
mit meeting, his cancellation of 
President Eisenhower's 
visit to 


the Soviet Union and the recent 
Soviet vilification of Eisenhower. 


Lodge will lead off the discus- 


sion in the disarmament commis- 
sion with the West's explanation 
for the breakdown in the 10-na- 
tion Geneva talks—that the Soviet 
Union and the four other Com- 
munist delegations, in walking out 
June 27, demonstrated that they 
never intended to negotiate seri- 
ously.

But of the 70 precincts, 50 were 


in southeastern Alaska, where the 


vote on the proposal was 247 yes 
and 8.199 no.

Ralph J. Rivers, both Democrats, 
were having smooth sailing in 
their bids for re-election.

votes with 52 precincts reported.

Furthermore, many 
school districts today still refuse 
to follow the county plans The ie- 
sult is not 538 systems, but 856, 
some 500 of which are below the 
1,600 minimum. 


School Reluctance 


The reluctance of school dis- 


tricts to consolidate is attributed 
partly to local pride, tradition, and 
jrejudice. partly to the desire of 
school officials to hold onto their 
jositions. and partly to the varia- 
ion in tax rates between one dis- 
trict and its neighbors. 


Even the jointure arrangement 


was found abhorrert by J Collins

HOLLYWOOD (AP)—This is the 


time of public optimism and pri 
vate worries for the television 
folk in the entertainment world. 


Ask any one connected with an 


untried fall show, and he'll tell 
you it's the greatest thing yet, 
and that the new star is positively 
guaranteed to be a sensation. 


Those connected with returning, 


established series speak glowing- 
ly about their plans, their dandy 
writers and the wonderful way 
the company works together. 


Have Worries 


But later they mention with fur- 


rowed brows the competition on 
the other two networks. Some- 
times they'll almost plead with 
you to write about the new day 
and hour on which the show will 
appear. 


All the worries are legitimate, 


By my count, there will be a total 
of 102 network shows each week 
filling prime -evening time. Of 
these, more than one-third—34, to 
exact—will be new programs. 


But if the people who make and 


perform in television are worried, 
it's a cinch television viewers are 
due for a period of confusion. The 
networks have been playing a 
game of musical chairs with the 
programs.

arrest when the artist's wife, An- 
gelina Arenal, also a militant 
Communist, called a local news- 
paper. She said she did not know 
where her husband had been 
taken.

Rogers of Roanoke. another attor- 
ney named by the Virginia Bar 
to help tk'lend the pilot, to attend 
the trial.
